Draft Environmental Assessment
Findings

* Proposed management actions in the 2016 South Point Resources
Management Plan will not have a significant impact on the existing
environment based on the 13 criteria of significance specified in HAR 11-
200-12.

* Furthermore, the DEA finds that that the No Action alternative (i.e. status
quo) will result in “widespread destruction of natural and cultural resources
at South Point from human impact.”
